Mr. JOHN YOUNG reported from the Select Committee on Lagan 
Navigation Bill, and to ■whom several Petitions against the said Bill 
were referred ; — 

nni-IAT they had heard Counsel in support of several of the said Petitions, and 
had also heard Counsel in favour of the Bill, and had examined the alle- 
gations contained in the Preamble of the Bill ; but the same had not been proved 
to their satisfaction, inasmuch as the Committee do not think it is expedient that 
the Navigation should be vested in the Board of Works; the present Undertakers 
being prepared, if the Navigation is vested in them for 31 years, without 
prejudice to their claim for a renewal if the concern shall have been well con- 
ducted, to lay out a sum of £. 12,000 within the next five years in improving the 
Navigation, under the inspection and to the satisfaction of the Board of Works; 
to keep the Works in repair, to the satisfaction of the Board of Works; to 
pay the public a rent-charge of £. 300 per annum from and after the 1st of 
August 1847, and a moiety of the excess of the net annual profits above £.1,000 
per annum to be laid out in improvements ; to form tables of Tolls, with consent 
of the Board of Works, and to account annually; and to carry into execution an 
agreement already entered into between the Government and certain landowners. 
All necessary Clauses for carrying this scheme into execution to be introduced into 
a Bill to be submitted to Parliament in the next Session.
